Italy, dcsciibes tho Roman woman as the di- 
rect opposite of tho German Gretdien, whose 
blonde tiesses are wound round a gentle, 
dreamy little head, and whose blue eyes look, 
even by day, as though they were full of the 
soft glimmer of moonlight. The Uoman wo- 
man typifies clear decision. She is the repre- 
sentative of serious and majestic womanhood. 
Her beau'.y is celebrated all over the world, 
and has no rival throughout the rest of Italy. 
Fair-haired Homan"woraen are very rare. But 
tbs wealth of black locks suits magnificently 
with the rich brown of their complexions, mel- 
lowed by a southern sun, and with the pome- 
granate flower red of their lips. Such liveli- 
ness as that of the Neapolitan women anil co- 
quetry aie foreign to Uoman female natute. 
These women move like queens, with fine 
broad-shouldered and bioad-hipped figures and 
flexible waists. They do not bend or wave 
from side lo side as they walk, but glide along 
wilb sweeping draperies, like so many wander- 
ing goddesses.

The K«w Court Honnc. 


On Wednesday afternoon, of last week, the 


corner stone of the new Court House was laid 
with impressive ceremonies. Judge Ross was 
present and delivered some excellent and fit- 
tint; remarks, after which Gen. W. W. II. 
Davis, editor of the Democrat, read an in- 
teresting address, from which we take Ihe fol- 
lowing extract: 


" Within eighteen months after IVnn's airl- 


tal, courts were established and the adminis- 
tration of justice made free to all. The lirst 
court was held, March 4, JOSS, at the house of 
Gilbert Wheeler, a settler of 1070 or 3030, who 
lived on a grant from Andros, on tho Delaware 
below Jloirisville, On that occasion, William 
Penn sat upon the bench, and at liis side was 
William Yardley, a member of the first Assem- 
bly. 
The first business was to dispose of the 


estate of John Spencer, and to bind out his 
children. The first court house -was creeled 
between March 4,1«83, and March 3,1084, old 
•tyle, In the upper end of Falls township, near 
the Delaware. It was built by Jeremiah Laii"- 
home, afterward th* chief justice of the pro- 
vince, and the owner of ihe site of Doyles- 
towa. This early temple of justice would illy 
compare with the structure now buildinc, or 
the old one just torn down, for Falls meetiii" 
refused to occupy it in 1080, tor four months at 
a rent of ten shillings, because there was no 
" convenience of scats and water." Probably 
for this reason the courts were frequently held 
elsewhere, as in Middlelown meeting house, in 
1802, when the first townships were laid out 
and organized, and again at the house of George 
Biles, in 1702. In a few vears our pioneer 
court bouse was outgrown ly increased popu- 
lation and uublic business, and better accom- 
modations was needed. 
In 1700, the grand 


jury presented the necessity "of the placing a 
court house near Hie middle of the county," 
which they thought was " Middle Lots," now 
Langhornt, b»t in 1700, Bristol, then called 
"Jiew Bristol," was declared the county seat. 
A new two-story brick 
building, with couit 


room above and jail below, and with all the 
conveniences of a whipping post attached, was 
erected on a lot, the gift of Samuel Carpenter; 
and the old jail and couit house were sold at 
public auction. Bristol, the new county seat, 
then as now, thn only seaport in the county, 
came early into notice. Sir Edmund Andros 
granted its site to Samuel Ciift, in 10SI, and it 
was laid out, and a maikct town established, in 
1607. 
Among its early settlers and lot owners, 


we recognize the, familiar names of Burton, 
Pemberton, (jrowdeu, Carpenter, Cropsdale 
and Brock. 


In the meantime the people of'tho county, 


following the law of settlement and extending 
np the valjeys of the Delaware ant! its tributa- 
ries, bad canied the centra of population away 
from tide-water, and a new county seat became 
» necessity. The change was authorized by 
Act of March 24, 1724, allu ihe following year 
new public buildings were erected within the 
lown stead of Newtown township;' on the spot 
where William Penn, twenty rears'before, had 
said "here let my new town'be built." The 
cutting off of Northampton county from ilia 
upper part of Bucks, in 1752, helped to retain 
the county seat a). Newtown for ncaily a cen- 
tury. Previous removals bad been without a 
struggle; but the long hold that section had on 
the county seat, aod.tiie court's patronage made 
the people loth to give Ihem up. Tliey-toudit. 
the removal bitterly, but had lo yield lo the In- 
evitable. The agitation was begun in.1795; 
was renewed in 1800, by, the proposition to 
build a new jail, and continued to 1S10, when, 
ou'lbe 28th of February, the bill, aiithorizine

of them ihe grandfatnei' of our townsman, 
Henry T. DarlinKton-^to select a site for new 
county bolldlngs, was signed.

lessons aie upon one kind of game, the dog gets 
to know the character, habits and haunts of 
that one to a rare degree, and though extensive 
experience will doubtless make him so well ac- 
quainted with all birds that he will show good 
work upon them, a return to his original quest 
is like taking up a vocation for which he has a 
special knowledge, and aptitude. 


When we remember that no two of our game 


species will bear hunting in precisely similar 
manner, we can easily understand that only 
time and liberal chances for obtaining knowl- 
edge will make a dog good for various work 
A dog bred and broken in NewEnglaud, where 
the fields are small and the houses so close to- 
gether that the game is forced to haunt the 
thickest swamps for security, would make but 
a poor show against a western do« on chickens, 
though for cover work he could beat the flyer 
outright. A dog broken to the slow and careful 
work absolutely essential on rufled grome Is 
valueless in a snipe dog where range and pace 
are icquirecl to save the sportsman the fati»ue 
of long and useless tramping. We have seen 
dogs owned by wealthy men, who gave time 
and money every year to shooting in different 
sections, which had acquired the ability to exe- 
cute in a brilliant manner, but it must be evi- 
dent that such instances are exceptional and 
hence we observe the propriety of conaning 
the dog's instruction exclusively to the kind of 
game he is generally intended to hunt. 


A scattering of knowledge upon many points 


makes the jack-of-all trades that is good at 
none, but by careful limitation to one particu- 
lar, we bring all the perceptive and appreciative 
faculties to bear upon that and so get a far su- 
perior performer. 
If we lived in a section of 


limited game resources and expected to do all 
our shooting there, we would select the bird 
which was most numerous and break our do»s 
wholly upon it, not allowing them to hunt any 
other till perfect upon the one. 
When thus 


broken we would put them to work upon other 
buds as we found them, and so gradually en- 
large their sphere ol usefulness, confident that 
in any event we had secured the ability to 
show satisfactory sport upon one kind of bird 
without running the risk of DO mingling knowl- 
edge of different varieties that the dogs would 
be only medium performers on all. Even in a 
country where game is plentiful and various, a

ruffed jrouse could, we feel satisfied, be estab- 
lished here, while the Virginian quail, a non- 
inigratory bird, much lesembllng the members 
of the little colony of strangers recently trans- 
ported to the fi«lds of Vermont, but larger 
would, we have no doubt, rapidly multiply on' 
our stubbles, and ss they lie well to dogs, it being 
characteristic of the species for them to do so° 
they would be a grand acquisition when par- 
tridge become too wild to remain in the same 
field where dogs are ranging.

rufled grouse shooting are easily reached from 
Bristol by the Pennsylvania, the Belvidere, or 
any of the New Jersey railroads. To the 
snares, nets and traps which are set for the 
grouse from early autumn until midwinter are 
we indebted for the lack of these birds. 
The 


gunner who pursues the game in a legitimate 
manner must be no ordinary shot if he wishes 
to bring home a goodly number. They are 
found in deep gullies, and thick cripples, where 
the dense foliage conceals them as they take 
wing, and very often they will get up all around 
the sportsman without his being able to see a 
single bird, or to distinguish the line of flight 
except by tlie sharp whirr of tbo wings. 
The 


drumming of the grouse, a sound known to 
every one who has huuted these biids, is more 
like a Iremor in the air, a rumbling of distant 
thunder, than anything else. Whether made 
by beating its wings against its body or against 
the log upon which it struts, appears to a dis- 
puted question, even among those naturalists 
who have witnessed the performance. 
They 


fly in a straight line upon taking wing, but turn 
with a graceful sweep before alighting. 
Where 


they have been much hunted, the spring from 
the ground is swifter and the flight longer than 
where they have not been disturbed, and a loss 
of a second in dwelling upon the aim will occa- 
sion a clear miss. When the ground Is covered 
with snow, and the grouse are deprived of other 
food, they subsist upon the buds and leaves of 
the mountain laurel. This diet may not injure 
the bird, but there is good authority for believ- 
ing that It imparts a poisonous character to the 
flesh, well defined instances of poisoning from 
eating pheasants which bad been leeding upon 
the laurel having been made known from time 
'o time through the medical journals. 


Newportvllle and VlclnHy. 


The fierce storm last Thursday, did & 


deal ol damage in this section, causing streams' 
to overflow, washing away crops, fences, and 
underming bridges and culverts, which in many 
Instances resulted in the loss of life. The Ne- 
ahaminy rose very rapidly, and 5 A, M. Friday 
morning it was at its height, which was within 
four inches of tlio freshet in October, 1809 
The small bridge across the Beaver pond was' 
washed away, but most of it has since been re- 
covered. The embankment near the head gates 
was torn out, butotrly enough to interfere with 
the running of the mill till 3 P, M. At Hulme- 
ville, the dam near Wm. Lott'* was again 
washed out, many buildings, fences, and the 
floor of Webster's tallow house was carried 
away. 
Tbe wall erected by Lewis Rue to pro- 


tect his grounds was also undermined. The 
roof of J. P. Thompson's house was being re- 
paired, and the wind tore the entire tin roof off 
the house, exposing it to the storm. It has 
since been replaced by a new roof.

Itapid Iran- 
lit, refrigerating ship* and cars, and means of 
forwarding fruita to great distances hare widen- 
ed enormously the inaiket for such products; 
while contrivances for drying, preserving, can- 
ning, and >o on have lately beun so multiplied 
and improved aa to make it possible not only lo 
prevent wholesale wnsta of fruit, but to secuie 
for distant or future use the whole crop of the 
most abundant years. As a natural conse- 
quence, fruit raising promises to furnish from 
year to year a wider and more regular source 
of profit; and every year's inventions will help 
to make the industry moro and luoro remun- 
erative and lure. 


The liorae inaikef. for fruit, fresh anil canned 


Is already co-extensive with the whole country, 
and tbe fruit season lasts the entire year; tho 
foreign market widens almost as rapidly. The 
following Hgures, from an extended review of 
the condition and prospects of the export trade, 
printed liitbo Tribune shows the progress made 
during the past sixteen yearn, the years several- 
ly ending July 1st.

Tlili for the exportuUoii of fruit to Europe. 


Considerable quantities go al«o to Australia, 
South America, mil the West Indies. 
The 


largo figures for 1805 me owing, in part, to tlie 
eijHirtnlioli of fresh apples, which was tbnir be- 
pun on H considerable scale; tlie business being 
fairly e*Ub! wlied in 1813. Since October, 1870 
tlie shipments to England—mostly balwlns, 
greemii(;s, russets, and Newtown pippins—bare 
nine-timed to n«»ily four hundred thousand 
barrels, always at rermiiieraUvo prices. Circu- 
lars recently issued from Liverpool state as a 
result of the season's trade a preference 
for 


American apples has been established in Eng- 
land, and tbat hereafter, whether the English 
crop Is large or email, large supplies of well se- 
lected American fruit are likely to find a good 
market there. The capacity of the English 
market far fresh peaches and pears has not yet 
beenjlesied. Theie is reason lo believo, how ever, 
tbat it w ill ba limited solely by the capacity of 
our reft Igeratlve ships to land supplies 1:> good 
condition. The foreign 
market for canned 


peaches is unlimited, upwards of seven Hun- 
dred thousand dollars worth having found a 
lively demand abroad during the first ten 
months of tlie season of 1870-7. And dealers 
are unanimous that, for the present, peach- 
growers will do better to can their surplus crop 
rather than dry It. The foreign market for 
dried peaches has yot to be tested. If the re- 
cently Invented evaporators prove capable of 
dryiug large quantities cheaply mid well, the 
demand for dried peaches abroad may be in- 
deOnile)} increased. At present the price is 
too high to tempt (ho working classes to buy, 
and they are our principal cnslomers fur dried 
fruit, particularly those of Germany. The BOOT 
people of England and Russia buy to a limited 
extent; Franco is also a buyer, but whether 
for domestic use or for distillation is not posi- 
tively known. Ihe miners of Australia are 
also larye buyers, Dut there is not much reuson 
to count largely ou a permanent market there. 
Fruitgrowing Is Increasing lapldly in Australia 
aud before many years tbe colonies in that 
quarter of the world must be able to supply at 
homo Ihe home demand. The denmnd for dried 
apples in Europe and Australia is now very 
great, so long as the price dews not exceed seven 
cents a pound; at five cents the market is 
practically unlimited. Last year 
something 


like fourteen million pounds «eie exported. 
Curiously, diced apples, though really belter 
than Ihe quartered, will not it'll at all abroad. 
Foreign buyers want them cut in pieces as 
large at possible, the larger the better. The 
manner of packliiR is also important. For the 
European market the puckaces must not be 
smullei than barrels, and hogsheads arc pre- 
ferred. Australia, oil the contrary, will not 
have packages as large as barrels. For that 
market the apples must be put up in 55 Ib. and 
100 Ib. kegs, suitable for transportation to '-lie 
interior ol) the backs of mules. Venezuela also 
demands small packages.

Henry J. Cooke, 
of Caracal, Venezuela, ID a letter to Prank 
Uuckland, stale that in the small rivers winch 
flow into tbe Orinoco there are large numbers 
of anaconda* lunch larger than the one the so- 
ciety has, and that in a largo pond near a 
friends house in Maturin lives in shy retirement 
one thai Is Sfl feet long aud a yard in diameter. 
Tbe managers of tbe Gardens have offered $2,- 
500 for to* capture and delivery In England of 
this serjant. It requires an expert fisherman 
lo catch tins* creatures alive. In Africa a live 
dog is used as bait, and after the dog has been 
•bolted tlie boa colls up and takes a nap, and 
then tbo fisherman stuifs him Into a bag. A big 
pocket will be required for the gentleman in the 
Uaturin pond. 


Soujifor the poor.—A slseep's hea.l, sli car- 


rots, sis turnips, six onions ot' moderate size, 
herbs and celery, one quart of dried peas, twelve 
quarts of water—any vegetables in season may 
be introduced, and rt little dry mint sprinkled 
In is a great improvement. Clean aud soak 
tbe head thoroughly for two or three hours, and 
put it on tbe tire with tbe twelve quarts of wa- 
ter and vegetables, cut up small about twelve 
o'clock tbe day before waiitml; skim well.
